Her Claims for in lleiiewal of tlio 
Lease Which She aroiv Holds. 


At a meeting of the Board of County 


Commissioners of Storey county, held 
on Saturday last, the bids of several 
parties desirous of leasing the Geiger 
grade toll-road were opened and read. 


Judge B. C. \Vhitman appeared ou 


behalf of Mrs. L. H. Torp, the present 
lessee, and presented the lady's claims 
to primary consideration in leasing the 
road. He held that the Board had no 
power to reduce the rates of toll, but 
might effect that object indirectly by 
refusing to lease the road. The inaiu 
reason for permitting the road to remain 
in the hands of the present lessee aro 
set forth in a petition signed by Mrs 
Torp, as follows: 
To the Board of County Commissioners 


of Storey county, Nevada. 
GKSTLBMEX:—Your petitioner, Mrs 


L. H. Torp, relicit of the lute L. PI 
Torp, respectfully presents some reasons 
why the Geiger grade toll road (so 
called) should not ba laasecl us now 
proposed by your Board, aud requests 
that your action looking to such result 
be reconsidered, and ttuit the lease of 
said road be uuule to hor. 


First, such bus not beea the custom 


of the Board, aud by its action she has 
been taken by surprise) as it has beeu 
the rule heretofore, as it might be 
properly called, to allow the represent- 
atives of old toll road franchises 
to 


continue iu possession of the property 
they aud their predecessors in interest 
had mads; provided they did their duty 
thereby, aud such would soeru to be 
the equitable course. 
As for instance: 


the road at present in question ou the 
expiration of the franchise, was leased 
to Or. Geiger, its thtiu reputed owuer; 
thereafter to L. H. Totp, his assignee, 
and thereafter to your petitioner, his 
widow aud administratrix. And as this 
road passes through two counties, such 
notion was not only equitable, but iu 
strict pursuance of the statute iu such 
cas« made and provided, which gives 
the preference to the original lessee or 
his assigns. 
(Statutes 1877, page 74.) 


The Seven-milo Canyon road is Sensed 


to the assignees of the original owners. 


The Devil's Gate aud American Flat 


road is so let to Hon. .Tames Cr. Fair. 


Second—It is generally the case, and 


especially so in the present instance, 
that one who has had long continued 
occupation of a toll-road is better quali- 
fied to keep it in proper repair than a 
new party. 


The road iu question, for most of its 


length iu Storey county, is a very diffi- 
cult, road to keep in good order. It has 
not infrequently cost $1,000 to keep the 
grade alouo opeu iu severe Winter sea- 
sons. 


Your petitioner has had experience, 


imd has all necessary apaliunce.-i for 
keeping up the road, and she refers to 
its present aud past condition, while 
under her control, as evidence of her 
ability and strict endeavor to keep tho 
condition of the road first-class. 


The tolls as at present existing, aud 


which your Board has no power to di- 
rectly reduce [Statutes 18G9, page 129], 
afford a very small /.mirgiu of prolii, uuJ 
no new party taking the road ou the 
terms suggested in ihe proposal of the 
Board can live, aud at the saino tima 
keep the road in its present or any good 
condition. 


Third—About two-thirds of the road 


are iu the county of Washoe, and of that 
portion your petitioner has a lease, 
which does uot expire until August -2, 
1885, 
evidence of which is herewith 


giveu iu the certified copies of oftluia! 
record of tho Commissioners of said 
county, hereto attached, aud uiudo part 
of tbis petition. 


Your petitioner suggests that a leas- 


ing of thu Storey county portion of the 
road to any other person will have no 
tendency to materially reduce tolls, us 
then she will have the righc to charge 
tolls on the Washoe county portion, at 
least equal to those charges on the other 
portion, which is only one-third of the 
entire road.

Fifth—To HUVC her propurty from de- 


struction, your petitioner is willing to 
maUo very material reductions in the 
present ram of lulls, aud has submitted 
her bid, which sho asks to havo cousid- 
erod in couunctiou with this petition. 
It will bo seen therefrom that hor prop- 
osition reduces the rnlu iu Storey county 
fifty per cent, or over, und makes con- 
siderable luduotion in thu entire rate, 
which uo ouo but your petitioner can 
effect, as she controls by lease, us af ore- 
Hiud, two-thirds of the whole road. 


Sixth—Your petitioner therefore asks 


that this Board uxuuaiuo the question 
under tho existing statutes, and she 
trusts that should you not come to the 
conclusion that she should havo the 
road as before, yet that you will lease 
her the road uader her proposal, which 
she deems more beneficial, under exist- 
ist conditions, than any other can be.

A SAD AFFAIR. 


Full Particulars.of tte Conkling 


Homicide in New York. 


Ueorsrc Conkliug, of Ilciiu. Kills a 


Man iu New York City. 


NEW TOBK, March 19. . 


Cfeorge W. Conkling, formerly em- 


ployed in the office of the United States 
Surveyor General, in Nevada, this even- 
ing shot dead William E. Haverstiok, 
the seducer of his sister. The tragedy 
took place in Paris Flat, No. 314 Went 
Twenty-third street. Conkling arrived 
in this city a few days ago. Ten years 
ago his sister married Clem Uhler, in 
San Francisco. They soon quarreled 
and separated. Falling in with Haver- 
stick she came to New York ana lived 
with him in a Paris flat. Hearing of 
her whereabouts Conkling came to New 
York and obtained an interview with 
his sister. She promised to go West 
with him, but refused to live with her 
husband. 
To-night 
Conkling again 


went to see her, and was met by Hnver- 
stick, who swore the woman should not 
leave tho house. The two men came to 
blows. 
Haverstick threw a copper 


statute at Conkling, who drew a revol- 
ver and fired. The ball struck-Haver- 
stick in the pit of the stomach, inflict- 
ing a wound from which ho died au 
hour later. 
Oonkling left the house 


immediately after the 
shooting and 


walked to Eighth avenue nnd Twenty- 
third street, where he surrendered hiiu- 
solf to au officer. 
Uhler was a broker 


nt No. 17 Broad street, Conkliug said. 
Haverstick was his partner. In this 
way he made the acquaintance of Mrs. 
Uhler, 
When his sister saw Coukling 


she agreed to go with him to his West- 
ern home, and last night was the time 
fixed for leaving. When Conkling t-r- 
rived at the house, his sister was iu an 
inner room, and heard only the noise of 
the quarrel. Conkling is twenty-seven 
years old, and Haverstiok thirty. Haver- 
stick was n broker at No. G5 Broadway, 
and bed lived with Mrs. Uhler about 
two years. 
Conkliug was locked up. 


He refused to talk to reporters. 
He 


told the officers thfit Hnverstiek tried to 
fjout him, aud hud thrown a number of 
articles at him. In self-defence he shot 
him. 
Mrs. Uhler is said to be very 


pretty. 


NEW' YORK, March 20. 


The following additional particulars 


of the Haverstick shooting are from 
the papers: J. Clemout Uhler married 
Miss Conkliug iu San Francisco, 
where both their families are welJ 
known, and where Miws Conklinjj was 
a society belle. ;,rUh'ler came to New 
York with bis bride some years lifter 
and onteroJ into the brokerage bus- 
ino*s, 
Haverstick and Lakon were 


frequent visitor* atUhlor's house, and 
it was noticed that HaverstieU and 
Mrs. Uhk-r buoaiue fust friends; but 
it was long before the confiding hus- 
band realized that her friendship w.,s>' 
of that character to do him dishonor. 
The re-uIt of such a discovery was 
separation. Mrs. Uhler left her hus- 
band's home about two years RIT.O ami 
went to live with hei' .seducer. A yeai 
aud a half ago Haverstick engaged 
apartments on tho second floor of a 
fashionable apartment house. 
Thoue 


apartments wore fitted up in tlio most 
sumptuous style, and every luxury 
which money could ubuy was poured 
at the foot of Mrs. Uhler by her par- 
amour. Tho pair passed among' oucu- 


Conkling is a young man, fair-haired 


with an incipient moustache, and i.s 
iiot equal in physique to Haversack, 
who was a tall, strong, swarthy man, 
but Conkling was not cowed. He 
said: " I have come to take my sister 
away," and he meant she should leave 
the house. Haverstiok 
SWQTO tliat 


neither she nor any of her belongings 
should go. The woman wavered be- 
tween affection for her brother a ad 
fatal infatuation, and tried to calm 
both men, but they became 
violent 


and exasperated, and when Conkling 
boldly arraigned Haverstick for bis 
villainy, the letter's temper burst its 
bonds, and seizing a Dresden-China 
image on the mantel hurled it at 
Conkling, who clapped his hand to 
his hip and drew a revolver and cock- 
ed it. Haverstick's wrath, blinded 
him. Ho siezed a companion image 
of the one he had just thrown and 
was in the act of throwing it when a 
pistol shot rang out and Haverstick 
fell, shot in the center of the body, 
just below the ribs. Conkling drop- 
pud the weapon and hastily loft the 
apartments, pushing aside his sister, 
who wus frantic witli apprehension 
and remorse, and 
walking to the 


Grand Opera I-Iouse sought an officer, 
and said: 


"I desire to surrender rmyself. 
I 


have shot a man down there, and 
guoss he is going to clio." 


The police sent another officer to 


the Paris flats suid took Conkling to 
the station. Meanwhile Mrs. Uhler 
had summoned the janitor and told 
him to sand for a physician. Dr. 
Henley came and tound Haverstick in 
a state of collapse on the door, Tlio i 
wounded man said: 
" A young'man shot me." 
He then pointed 
to his breast 


and tried to puss his hand over the 
board. 
While the doctor bent over 


him Haverstick said with suddou en- 
ergy :
